Jiistoric decision affirmins the right of 
ihc chief excutivc to remove from of- 
fice without the consent of the senate, 
a. second opinion of paramount im- 
portance in the development of con- 
stitutional law now has been handed 
down by the .supreme court of the 
United States in compelling witnesses 
to testify when requested', by either 
•the senate or the house of'representa- 
tives. 
The supreme court did not,deal with 


the question of how this power may 
be abused and injustice 
done. It 


simply reiterated that congress had 
the power equivalent, indeed, to that 
which the judicial branch 
of the 


government has always held, This 
tends to .strengthen the theory; of the 
fathers of the constitution that each 
branch of the government shall be 
independant and shall, in a sense, act 
as a check on other branches of the 
government. The case .of Mai Daugh- 
erty, who refused to testify before a 
senate committee, grew to some ex- 
tent out of the lack of confidence in 
the department <of justice as ex- 
pressed by members of the minority 
party of the senate. 


SUSPECT OFFICIALS 


In most instances the inquisitorial 


powers of. either-house , of 
congress 


would', not be '-used' toVjglicit "testimony 
in such cases-'-sucli as the Tea.pot 
Dome scandal because, the .function 
of investigation properly belongs to 
the department of; justice. But this 
•was a case in which persons' in the 
department itself were suspected of 
leaning toward the accused and this 
might be the case in those adminis- 
trations in which members of 
the 


game party are under fire. 


Thus the new decision introduces 


knottier clement in the 
system of 


checks and balances in the American 
constitutional structure and enables 
a minority party to prosecute through 
the powers of congress those cases in 
which the department of justice for 
political or other reasons might seem 
negligent. 


RIGHT TO INVESTIGATE 


Congress has always felt that the 


right to investigate was inherent but 
the legal obstacles placed in recent 
years against 
the . summoning of 


witnesses have been 
numerous. A 


subpena from a congressional com- 
mittee now will. mean more than it 
ever has before. While for the lime 
being it may mean a recrudescence 
of the investigating fever, the check 
against abuse will the power of pub- 
lic opinion at the polls. 
' It is only lair to state however, that 


even before the supreme court issued 
its decision, the spirit of most wit- 
nesses has been one of co-operation 
and the case of unwillingness to 
testify has been the exception rather 
than the rule. Those witnesses who 
have refused to testify have found 
that their reticence has been a pre- 
judicial factor in their cases anyway. 
The decision therefore will not im- 
mediately change the course of events 
here but the potential powers of 
congress having been, increased there 
will be a great deal.more than per- 
functory attention paid to the re- 
quests of congressional 
committees

European history, for her mind had 
been clouded ever since she heard of 
the execution of 
her husband • Maxi- 


milian, at Queretaro, in 1S67. 


Saturday she was stricken with a se- 


vere attack of influenza. Because of 
her advanced age—she was SC— little 
hope was held for .her recovery. 


ROYAL FAMILY PRESENT 


At times over the weekend she seem- 


ed to improve: then on Tuesday morn- 
ing pneumonia developed. There was a 
hurried consultation of physicians and 
Charlotte's nephew. King Albert and 
Queen Elizabeth and the others of the 
royal family were summoned to the 
sickroom. They were at the bedside 
when she died peacefully. 


To avoid troubling her, siic was kept 


in ignorance of many 'events, such as 
the tumbling of thrones and dinasties. 
Thus she did not know of the marriage 
of her favorite grand-nephew Crown 
Prince Leopold, to Princess Astride of 
Sweden. Her'mind cleared for a few 
moments Tuesday. She was given ex- 
treme unction and was able to talk 
rationally to the members of the royal 
family. Then she lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness and 
slept 
fitfully until 


death came.

with the president, declared in a for- 
mal statement that he approved of a 
resolution introduced '"by Senator Rob- 
inson, the Democratic floor, leader, 
calling for.submission of the Mexican 
dispute to arbitration or to some im- 
partial tribunal.
